Tuesday evening’s Sierra Madre City Council 
study session gave councilmembers an opportunity 
to discuss the audit and management letter by 
Robert Eickel, auditor, to determine priorities in the 
budget and to listen to a concept by a longtime 
Sierra Madrean for a retirement hotel for Sierra 
Madre. 

Eickel told the council, concerning the audit, 
‘‘We had a continuing problem of classification 
of accounts . . . The management letter is not critical 
of the icty. We have concerns about the lateness 
of reports . . . Sierra Madre is not a big city. It 
depends on getting adequate people in certain posi¬ 
tions. What you really need is to have professional 
people. A finance director must have the ability 
to teach people. There was a lack of review of 
journal entries. The same transaction handled one 
way would be handled differently after three 
months.”

Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow asked, ‘‘Who’s 
making decisions about how these things (journal 
entries) are being changed?” 

City Administrator Jim McRea answered, 
‘‘First at the council level then to the finance de¬ 
partment to create a new fund or to use an exist¬ 
ing fund ... There is a need to use consistency.” 

Councilman George Maurer asked why it took 
a whole year for the audit to be completed and 
Eickel answered, ‘‘We were finished the last week 
of September, 1987, but McRea wanted to react 
internally before presenting the audit.” 

Auditor Eickel continued, ‘‘I’ve noticed a lack 
of the finance director to attend City Council 
meetings or to read the (council) minutes. Jim, you 
can’t tell everybody everything. Someone else should 
read the minutes.” 

McRea said, ‘‘There are many problems that 
won’t appear again because of the cleanup in 
classification. Of course, there is a perpetual 
problem: is the city or the auditing company doing 
the auditing? Reconcilation is a problem. When 
Betty (Groomes) left in May, she had reconciled 
the cash and payroll.” Groomes was acting finance 
director and assistant to McRea. 

He continued, ‘‘If we charge a project with 
the street department to a grant, they’ll (the finance 


department) assumes it’s in the right place. They 
never know where Bailey Canyon is to be charged. 
That doesn’t mean the finance department made an 
error. It does mean that inconsistencies were not tied 
up neatly.” 

Davis is new finance officer 

McRea said, ‘‘The new finance officer, Robert 
L. Davis, will close the year.” 

Crow asked, ‘‘What steps are we taking to edu¬ 
cate him (the finance officer) so we won’t have these 
problems again? Let’s invite Bob (Eickel) back in 
three months to see how things are going.” 

McRea said, ‘‘A good finance officer has all 
of these characteristics: he is a ‘‘green visor” man 
who workd with all the numbers, is part of a man¬ 
agement team and is the manager to team build the 
staff.” 

Concerning the present budget. Mayor Clem Bar- 
tolai said, ‘‘We must say ‘yes’ or ‘no’ when de¬ 
partment heads walk in and ask us for what they 
need and they can document it. I see us not having 
othCT necessities in the budget. We talk about re- 
pavingTTfee trimming and that sort of thing but 
we never have enough money to do an ‘A’ No. 1 
job. We have no city engineer to say what has to 
be done. Where is the money and what are we 
doing to allot money into areas such as street main¬ 
tenance.”

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Western Waste 
does not deserve 
requested raise 

Each year Wastern Waste Industries 
comes to the City Council to ask for 
another raise for their services. And each 
year the City Council grants them a raise. 

How many of the rest of us are able to 
receive a 30 percent raise for services? 
The Sierra Madre News and Print Shop 
sureiy has not been that iucky — ever. 

It has been seven years since The News 
raised its subscription and retaii adver¬ 
tising prices. In fact, we have lowered 
our classified advertising prices. 

Our job printing stock prices which 
we must pay rise from 5 to 10 percent a 
year. Last year we received a 6 percent 
increase in ail costs from the company that 
prints our paper. Good business would call 
for us to increase our prices to offset 
these cost rises but we don’t. We do not 
beiieve that the “mom and pop’’ stores 
which we service can pay those kinds of 
prices. 

At the last City Council meeting, 
Western Waste asked for a 30 percent 
raise in the “scout service,’’ taking the 
smalier “scouts” on private property to 
retrieve trash from difficult-to-reach areas. 
They are asking $12.50 for what they have 
been charging $9.63. 

For general increase they are asking 
4.5 percent with was to be effective July 1. 

According to City Administrator Jim 
McRea, Western Waste Industries received 
a 9 percent oncrease last year and lOVi 
percent increase the year before. 

We don’t think they deserve another 
raise. We think they should abosrb some 
of their costs. We urge the City Council 
not to grant another raise for their services 
or perhaps the council should get bids from 
other companies. 

Precautions 
for hiking 

Planning to go hiking this summer? 
In these hills, of course you are. Here are a 
few pointers to remember: 
e Wear proper clothing. Natural fibers 
like cotton are best for hiking gear. Dress 
in layers so you can add or subtract peices 
as the temperature changes. Be sure your 
shoes or boots are of sturdy construction 
and cover the ankle. 

• Allow enough time to make the return 
trip during daylight hours. If you must walk 
after dark, slow down and be extra alert for 
hazards. 

• Carry a small first-aid kit and a canteen 
of fresh water with you. You may also want 
to take along a compass, flashlight, knife 
and a high-energy snack such as dried 
fruit or nuts. 

• If you are climbing, rest often. Do not 
climb beyond your strength and be sure 
you have thought out and planned your 
route. 

• Do not attempt to feed or touch wild 
animals, no matter how friendly they seem. 

Precautions for 
heat stress 

Summertime can mean heat stress. 
According to the Los Angeles Safety 
Council, heat stress (fatigue, dizziness, 
loss of concentration, excessive sweating 
and stroke) can occur if the body tem¬ 
perature rises more than a few degress 
above 98.6 degress Fahrenheit. 

“The elderly are less resistant to tem¬ 
perature extremes,” said Joseph M. Kap¬ 
lan, president of the Los Angeles Safety 
Council. “Older people cannot remove 
excess heat from their bodies as efficiently 
as younger people do and are more prone 
to heat-related illnesses.” 

The Los Angeles Safety Council sug¬ 
gests the following tips for preventing 
heat stress: 

• Drink plenty of fluids. Do not wait until 
you are thirsty since your body is dehydrated 
by that time. 

• Eat light, low-fat meals. Avoid alcoholic 
and caffeinated beverages, which tend to 
cause dehydration. 

• Wear light colored, loosely-woven 
clothing in natural fibers. Cotton is best. 

• If you are taking prescription medicine, 
especially blood pressure tablets or water 
pills, consult your physician about possible 
side effects from heat stress, 
e Never leave children or pets in a locked 
car, even if the windows are left open 
slightly. 

e Apply a sunscreen with a “Sun Pro¬ 
tection Factor” that matches your 
skin type while outdoors, even on an over¬ 
cast day. 

e Schedule strenuous activities durirrg 
cooler parts of the day (morning and 
avening). It lakes the average person a 
couple of days to get used to hot weather

McRea noted, “Property tax is the single most 
important item for us.” 

Crow noted, “When we say yes or that we’re 
pretty sure to these people (who are city department 
managers), it comes out ‘You said yes,’ ” 

Councilmembcrs discussed whether or not the 
consulting firm now investigating fees and licenses 
for the city would be able to come up with a new 
structure that would bring in at least $200,000 
more annually.

He 
noted that the Main Street Program had suggested 
such a venture as an anchor for smaller towns such 
as Sierra Madre. 

He has been developing retirement hotels for 
six years and explained that he feels he knows 
Sierra Madre quite well since his family has lived 
in the area since 1935. 

The units are from 395 square feet to 700 
square feet and consist of a large room with a 
kitchenette. There are three meals served daily. 
There is 24-hour staffing with security and the en¬ 
tire project is usually built around an atrium. 
The units also have a sprinkler system, smoke de¬ 
tectors and closed circuit television. 

They have developed hotels in Arcadia, Palm 
Springs, and one in Newport Beach is now under 
construction. 

Residents get first choice 

Robertson also mentioned that Sierra Madre 
residents would get the first choice of units rather 
than renting out the entire project to out-of-town 
residents. ,
